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Applicant's arguments filed January 1 5, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The amendment to the claims consists new matter and requires a new search. 
There is no teaching in the specification for the first etching step to be selective as is 
now claimed. Further, this is a limitation not previously claimed by applicants and thus 
requires a new search.
